New Yorks, Oct. 80.—Seven persons were 
smothered to death by smoke ina tenement 
house fire at 216 West Thirty-second street 
this morning. Another woman jumped from 
a third-story window ana will die. The fire 
came suddenly and cut offall escape by the 
stairways. Im the excitement everybody 
looked only to his or her own safety and 
rashed down the fire escape. The following 
persons perished in the building:

He could 
see that the stairway was being rapidly 
Still there was not a sign of 
life in the house. To enter the house meant 
death, Theonly hope for those within was 
in arousing them by shouts, in which the 
policeman was aided by the crowd which 
had been attracted by the fire.

In another minute there was not a window 
in the front of the house that did not contain 
the wild and frightened face of some maa, 
woman or cha, each of them appealing for 
ald.

_ in smoke, which poured forth in volumes. 


In the absence of the firemen, who had-not 
yet arrived, the spectators were powerless 
to assist those in the building further than to 
remind them of the flreescapes. By these 
firstone then another of the tenants to 
the number of twenty reached the grousd, 
descending in the midst of fame and smoke, 
before the ladder trucks arrived. 

The flames, which started in the cellar,-. aia 
scarcely any damage to the ground or second 
floors; but on the third story they spread 
over the entire rear portion.

Marked Change for the Worse in 
the Czar’s Condition. 


‘The Physicians’ Bulletin Shows There 
Is Great Danger. 


ALL THE IMMEDIATE RELATIVES or 
THE MONARCH AT HIS BEDSIDE. 


Cemgestion eof the Lungs, With Severe 
Coughing, Set im Last Night—Celebra- 
tiem of the Amspmiversary ef Alexan- 
der’s Escape at Beerki--The Reyal 
Wedding Has Not Yet Taken Piace. 


St. PETERSBURG, Oct. 80.—The following 
oficial bulletin was issued at 10 o'clock this 
morning: 

The general condition of the Czar has 
become seriously worse. Last night the spit- 
ting of blood, which began yesterday with 
severe coughing, increased. symptoms of 
congestion of the left lobe of the lungs have 
manifested themselves. His majesty’s con- 
dition is one of danger. 

The bulletin is signed, as usual, by the 
physicians who are in attendance upon the 
Czar. 

The Czar received holy commusion yester- 
day. It was administered by Fr. Ivan, Holy 
John of Oronstadt. 

All the Czar’s immediate relatives are at 
Livadia, including the Queen of Greece, the 
eldest daughter of the Grand Duke Constan- 
tine of Russia, brother of tze late Emperor 
Alexander iI. Thechildren of the Queen of 
Greece have also arrived here. 

The Court Minister, Count Vorontsoff- 
Dachkoff; the Procurator of the Holy Synod, 
Fr. Pobiedenestzeff, and Prince Dolgorouk!i, 
the Grand Master of the Ceremonies, are also 
im attendance. 


OFFICIAL MESSAGE. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 80.—Prince Can- 
tacusen, the Russian Ambassador to-day re- 
ceived the following cable message from his 
government:

ANNIVERSARY OF THE BOBRKI DISASTER. 

YaLTa, Oct. 30.—The sixth anniversary of 
the Czar’s escape from death in the raliJroad 
disaster near Boerki, was celebrated with 
great solemnity at Li¥adia and elsewhere 
threughout Russia. 

In this city the services were conducted at 
the palace by the confessor of the Emperor 
and were attended by the Czarina, 
the members of the imperial 
family, the Queen of Greece. and the 


guests of the imperial family. in addition to 
the court attendants and persons of all ranks 
who were on the train at the time of the ac 

cident. The banquet which Is usually given 
on the evening of the anniversary was aban- 
done@.

Japanese Soldiers Invading the Prov- 
inca of Kwang-Tung. 


LoxDox. Oct. s0.— A dispatch from Chee Foo 
says a fleet of Japanese transports, pro- 
tected by nineteen warships, has been seen 
landing troops on the main land 
of the Kwang-Tung Peniasula to 
the northward of, Elltott’s Island. 

Kwang-Tung isa southeastern province of 
China, off which lies the gréat gland of Hal- 
non on the China Sea, Ifthe dispatch is eor- 
reet the news it contains shows that Japan 
is making a diversion ‘at a point several 
thousand miles from * of operations 
on the Yalu. 


IMPORTANT VICTORIES. 


Winister Denby Cenfirms Reports ef Jap- 
anmese Successes. 


WaSHINGTOR, D. C., Oct. 8.—Two import- 
ant and significant Japanese victories are 
recorced by United States Minister Denby in 
a cable to the State Department from Pekin 
to-day. He says that the Chinese forces have 
been defeated at Chien Lien and have re- 
treated to Moukden; also he reports that the 
Japanese have taken one of the Chinese forts 


at Port Arthur. 

The scene of the frst engagement is just 
across the Yalu River in Manchuria and it 
marks the first frst real agressive movement 
by the Japanese on Chinese soil, for itis be- 
lieved herethatthe preceding movements 
on the west sideof the Yalu River by the 
Japanese have been inthe nature of skirm- 
ishesto develop the real strength of the 
Chinese forces. This having been done, the 
Japanese are supposed to have formally en- 
tered upon the campaign, with Moukden, 
the Manchurian capital as the objective 
point, 

Unless they are fully prepared to make 
this winter a campaign, something hereto- 
fore unknown in Eastern warfare, they will 
be obliged to force the fighting ‘and move 
with great speed, as fifteen days remain be- 


In the neighborhood of Port Arthur, where 
the second Japanese success is reported, the 
winter climate is not so severe and opera- 
tions may be maintained uatil much later in 
the season, particularly in view of the ex- 
cellent base of supplies . afforded for 
the Japanese troops in the pres. 
ence of their own war vessels 
in the neighborhood, keeping open free lines 
of communication with Corea and Japanese 
supply ports. It is belle ved here that not- 
withstanding the taking ot a Chinese fort by 
the Japanese at Port Arthur the place will 
be able to hold out for a long time. Itis 
strongly fortified by land and sea, the plans 
being drawn by experien Buropean en- 
gineer officers and can offer a most formid- 
able resistance. 

The experts in Washington believe that it 
cannot be reduced by the Japanese without 
the use of heavy siege artillery, and so as 
reported the Japanese are not supplied with 
this. 

Inasmuch as the capture of Port Arthur 
would result in giving Japan control of the 
Gulf of Pe-Chi-Li and cut off the Chinese Cap- 
ital from communication with the sea, it is 
believed that the Japanese will make a most 
determined effort to eapture the fortress. 
The belief that they are prepared to do this 
even if it involves a long siege an 
a winter campaign, borne out by 
the fact that the agents of the 
Japanese Government in this erp | 
bare gery fete upa vast store of goat 
skins, and have practical cornered 
market.

Daniel Ryan’s Body Was Laid Out 
For Dissection: 


His Sister Arrived in Time to Stay 
the Knife. 


A DRAMATIO SCENE AY THE BARNES 
MEDICAL COLLEGE, 


A Han Claiming te Be Ryan’s Brother 
Had Called and Failed to Identity 
the Remains—Then Aneiher Man 
Called and Said tie Was the Brother 
and the First Caller an Imposter 
-The Bedy Was Net Identified Until 
the Sister Called. 


The body of Daniel Ryan, who died at the 
City Hospital Oct. 15, and was turned over 
to the Anatomical Board, was identified at 
the Barnes“ Medical College, to which insti- 
tution it had been glven, at noon by the sis- 
ter of the deceased. 

For several days Ryan’s relatives have 
been searching for his body. Firsta man 
appeared at the College. upon an order of 
Dr. Brokaw of the Anatomical Board, and 
was shown the body. He claimed to 
be a brother of Ryan, but when 
the body was shown him failed to identify 
It. Atew days jater came another man who 
claimed to be Ryan’s brother, but disclaims 
any knowledge of the first caller. He liK s- 
wise was shown the body, but declared it 
was not Ryan, and then claimed to the 
Health Department that the college authori. 
ties were not showing him the proper body. 


THE SISTER SUMMONED. 
Finally it was decided to let Ryan’s sister 
view the body and declare whether it was 
her brother’s. So at noon she appeared ac” 
companied by her brother and was taken by 
Dr. Kieffer into the dissecting room where 
the body had been laid out on a 
dissecting table. It was a trying ordeal for 
the poor woman, but she took the matter 
very calmiy. ne said she could positively 
— * Ryan by marks upoa his body which 
had been there since childhood. Tne bods 
had heen embalmed and was ia as good con- 
dition, or better, than whea taken to the 
college, and as soon as the sheet which had 
deen spread over the body was thrown back 
the sister exclaimed: 
Oh, that’s Dan, that’s Dan. 


BURST INTO TEARS. 
At the sight of the face her sorrow 


brother, too, although at first he could not 
identify the corpse, was much affected. The 
body was then examined for the marks to 
make the identification complete and was 
turned over to the relatives. 

Speaking on the case, Dr. Brokaw said: 
**There can be no doubt as to the fact that 
the body was Kyan’s, for we keep a perfect 
record of every body turned over to us and 
where they go to. have delivered bodies 
back to relatives as long as eight weeks 
after they had gone into a college. If I

EVERY PORT CLOSED 


Prohibition Against Landing American 
Cattle in Garmany Extended. 


BERLIN, Oct. 80.—The prohibition against 
the landing of American cattle and American 
dressed meat, announced by a decree of the 
Hamburg Senate on Saturday last, was ex- 
tended to-day to every port in Germany. 
The alleged cause for this radical action is 
that cases of Texas fever have recently been 
discovered among Americar cattle shipped 


to German ports. 

The real instigation for the prohibitive 
measures, it is believed by Americans in Ger- 
many,is a desire to retaliate upon the United 
States for certain sections in the Wilson tariff 
bill,-which are agaiast the commercial inter- 
ests of Germany. 

Interviews which the correspondent has 
had with the officials of the Interior Depart- 
ment of the Prussian Husbandry 
Department and the German For- 
eign Offices would seem to show that 
the prohibition is of a _ preventive 
nature and the action of individual German 
states. The foreign office officials, for in- 
stance, state that the prohibition Is no af- 
fair of theirs, as the measures adopted 
are purely administrative and sani. 
tary and that they strictly belong to 
each German state. The Empire, as such, 
these officiais add, has not taken any steps 
to prohibit the landing of American cattle or 
American meat. The officials of the Interior 
Department say that the importation of cat- 
tle from America, suffering from Texas 
fever, has been clearly proved and that the 
measures takes are purely of a preventive 
nature, such as each German State is enti- 
tled to exercise through its police authori- 
ties within its ow territory,

A Steam Engine 100 Years 01d. 


From Cassier’s Magazine. 

A few years ago an old beam engine, dum 
by James Watt, whieh had been doing regu- 
lar work dally for 102 years, was taken down 
and replaced by a modera engine. The en- 
gine was originally a 35 horse power engine 
and was erected in 1785. 8 1796 some 
alterations were madeto enable it to work 
to 70 horse-power. It had a 24-inch cylinder, 
a 6-foot stroke, and sun and planet motion. 
It worked at 2242 revolutions, or 270 feet 
of piston speed per minute. In 1876 it was 
tested by Mr. Longbridge, when, 
steam pressure of five pounds pe 
inch, it indicated 48.72 horse- power 
expenditure of coal of 4.59 tons per i 
horse- power per hour. Only the best modern 
engines withthe same conditions of loading 
would work with two pounds of coal per 
indieated horse-power per hour. One is in 
doubt whether to be surprised that, after a 
century of endeavor to improve the ec 
of steam engine working, the progress 
smali, or to be proud that so much has been 
achieved. >

that country and in England and Italy. 

He was one of the German Plenipotenti- 
aries at the Congress of Berlin in 1878, and 
wae re-elected to the Reichstag several 
times despite ultramontane opposition. 

When Marshal Manteuffel, the Governor of 
Alsace-Lorraine, died Hohenlohe suc- 
ceeded him. In the Government of those 
conquered provinces Manteuffel had been se 
vere, but his successor surpassed him. He 
seemedto have abandoned all his liberal 
ideas of years before, and he was ruthiess is 
his attempts to complete the Germabizatioa 
of the country. 

It was under Hohenlohe’s administration 
that the formality of passporis, intended to 
suppress the relations between France and 
the conquered country, was exercised with 
the greatest rigor. He became so severe and 
excited so much indignation thatthe Em- 
peror issued a decree in September, 1891, sus- 
—— ng the application of the passport 
rule 


Prince Hohenlobe was married in 184 to 
the Princess Marie de Sayn-Wittgenstein, 
who was ten years younger than himself. 
Through her he ultimately acquired the title 
to an enormous fortune in addition totnse 
estates he owned already. though he has had 
great difficulty in getting possession of it. 

By the receat death of her brother the wife 
of Hohenlohe became the heiress to immense 
estates in Russia. An ukase of the Czar for- 
bids any foreigner to own real estate in his 
dominiens. According tothis law a portion 
of the Princess’ estates would have to be sold 


in a very short time and the rest would be 


forteited to the state. 

As the Russian estates were worth $7,000,000 
Prince Hoheniohe was naturally averse to 
giving them aD. If sold at auction in the 
short time required they would go at a great 
sacrifiee, fer itis not easy toraise $7,000,000, 
or even half that sum, in Russia for the pur- 
chase of land. 

Then Hohenlohe amused Europe by his 
frantic efforts to save his wife’s estates. He 
tried to get rich capitalists to buy them in 
their name, but really for him, and he left 
his governorship to hurry to Berlin, Paris, 
Vienna and other cities in seareh of money. 

Hohenloke scurried about ata great rate 
to secure at least the temporary suspension 
ofthe lawinhis case. He appealed to the 
German Emperor to help him, the Emperor 
directed the German Ambassador at St. 
Petersburg to call ou the Kussiagm Minister of 
the Interior and see if something could not 
be done. The Ambassader did so, but failed 
to move that.official or his master, the UZar. 

The Parisiagms greatly enjoyed this, for 
they hate Hohenlone intensely. They con- 
sider him the oppressor of Alsace and Lor- 
raine. They say they treated him most 


| hospitably when he was Ambassador in 


Paris, and that he requited them dy tyraa- 
nizing over their countrymen when he be- 
came Governor of Alsace-Lorraine.

EDWARDSVILLE, III., Oct. 30.—Decisions 
covering several cases of general interest 
which had been appealed from the lower 
courts to the Supreme bench of the State 
have just been handed down.

The logic of subsequent events 1s 
that Mr. Cleveland has decided on a policy of 
silence, and that he will look with disfavor 
3 upoR any active sympathy with the New 
York fight on the part of members of the 
Administration. 

Secretary Carlisle had conditionally ac- 
cepted invitations to speak in New York, In 
Gianapolis and Louisville, and he, in fact, 
sketched the speech that he expected to de- 
liver. He was quite enthusiastic over his 
prospective trip, and telegrams had been 
received promising him a great reception in 
each of these cities, 

But before finally accepting he decided to 
learn the President’s views of the situation. 
He had little doubt that Mr. Cleveland would 
approve of bis campaign tour. Mr. Carlisle 
found out differently. Just what the Presi- 
Gent said eannot be learned, but it is no se- 
cret that the Secretary returned tothe Treas- 

Ury Department looking quite disturbed 
over the interview, He no sooner had reached 
his office than he touched a belli calling a 
messenger and sent a dispatch to Maj. Hink- 
ley declining the invitation to address a 
Brooklyn meeting on Thursday night. Of 
course, Mr. Carlisle diu not confide to Maj. 
Hinkley thatthe Piesident had vetoed the 
invitation, but the reply he sent has only 
thig one tramsiation, The dispatch ran as 
follows: 

The condition of public business in the 
Treasury Department preveats me from tak 
ing part in the campaign. I have, therefore, 
declined all invitations.’’ 

The Indianapolis and Louisville dates were 
cancelled to minimige the significance of the 
Seeretary’s deciination to speak in New 
Tork, and to further conceal, if possible, the

Mr. Carlisle has had Maj. Himkley’s invita- 
tion since Wednesday iast, and if the 
**pressure of public business“ was so great 
he could have sent his deelination immed- 
lately. But Mur. Carlisle expected to go to 
New York, andthe President’s interference 
was not at all to his IIK Ing. It was stated on 
Saturday on the autboritxz Of one ofthe Sec- 
retary’s ciosest friends, that he would take 
the stump in New York if Mr, Cleveland did 
not prefera request to have him remain 
away. 

Mr. Carlisle’s eleventh-hour decision to 
hold aloof from the campaiga is open to 
no other construction tkan that the Presi- 
dent iatimated pretty strongly that ‘‘pres- 
sure of public business’’ was too strong for 
him toleave.

JUGULAR VEIN SEVERED, 


But Dell Wade still Lives—friumph of 
Surgery, . 


Detroit, Mich., Oct. 30.—Dell Wade of 
Portland, Mich., had his jugular vein sev- 
ered in a surgical operation several days 
a go and he atill lives. Wade came to Harper 
Hospital several weeks ago to have removed 
atumor which involved the jugular vein in 
the neck. Ifit had remained, death would 
have ensued in a year. The tamor, which 
was of twelve years’ growth, covered one 
side of the man’s neck. The operating sur- 
geon made an incision directiy across the 
tumor and then proceeded to separate the 
skin from it. He cissected around the tumor 
and found that the removal of an inch and a 
half of the vein was necessary. A few years 
ago the severing of the jugular vein meant 
death. With one stroke the surgeon’s knife 
went through the veinandit was cut again 
in another piace. The ends were clamped to 
prevent the loss of blood. The ends of the 
nerve trunks were then siitched together, 
the cavity was sponged with Dichlorice or 
mercury solution and later the ends of the 
vein were put together, Wade is now at his 
home, with every prospect of living to a 
good old age.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 30.—C. W. Chan- 
cellor, American Consul at Havre, reports to 
the Department of State that in the new 
French treatment of diphtheritic and croup 
patients only one la four succumbs, wherens 
the ratio of mortality is twice as high for 
other methods. He states that Dr. Pasteur 
and Dr. Roux experimented secretly for five 
years before they discovered that the horse 
was the best animal to use in transformigg 
the poison into an anti-toxine. Ina trial of 
the serum in one of the children’s hospitals 
of Paris the mortality from diphtheria was 
reduced from 51. 70 to 24.83 per eent amd con- 
tagion almost stopped.

DIED POOR WITH THE TAINT OF POLIT- 
ICAL SCANDALS ON HIS NAMB. 


How Ee Rese to Power, But Finally 
Lost His Prestige and Fell Isto Ob- 
scurity—For a Long Time Death Has 
een Near The End Came at 9 
O’Cloek To-Day. 


MONTREAL, Quedee, Oct. 30.—Ex-Premier 
Mercier dled at 9 o’ciock this morning. 

Tke ehapter of Canadian history dealing 
with the rise and fall of Honore Mercier is 
both rare and dramatic. Three years ago 
he was probably the best known manin the 
Dominion, fawned upon by all, even the 
wealthy and powerfal. He died a bankrupt, 
abandoned by former friemds, shattered in 
health, with a cloud hanging over his event- 
ful life. 

He raised himself within half a dozen 
years from obscurity to almost the highest 
office his country could bestow upon him. It 
may be said that, although some Delieved 
he had been persecuted, he died minus tze 
respect of two-thirds of the people who had 
raised him to power. 

Honore Mercier,ex-Premier of the Province 
of Quebee, was born in. 1840 in the village of 
Saint Athanase, Herville County, Quebec. 
His father, a poor farmer of the rather de- 
spised class known in Canada as haditats, 
had seven soms and sought to give them a 
good education if he could give them nothing 
else: When fourteen years old Honore was 
sent to the Jesuits’ College in Montreal, 
where he was graduated after a brilliant 
record in study. 

The year 1881 found Mr. Mercier a partner 
in the Montreal law firm ef Beausollel & Mar- 
tineau. Two years later M. Jolly resigned 
the leadership of the Liberal party, and by 
common consent his mantie fell upon Mr, 
Mercier. Witha following in the Assembly 
of only fifteen men he fought successfully 
three Tory ministers. Fram that moment 
until the time of his great Victory in 1886 his 
strength and popularity grew dally, almost 
without opposition, it may be said. 

Mercier was the idol of the French Cana- 
dians. He was tall, fine-looking, with clear- 
cut features, dark hair and mustache, and 
of exceedingly graceful speech and man- 
ners. Afluept talker, a Drilliant conversa- 
tionalist, he will live long inthe memory of 
the people of the picturesque city of Mon- 
treal. 

Atthe general elections in October, 1888, 
Mr. Mercier and his party carried a majority 
ofthe Assembly seats. The Taillon Ministry 
having been defeated the sueceeding year, 
Mr. Mercier was unanimousiy chosen Pre- 
mier ot Quebec. Fromthe beginning of his 
premiership Mercier began to strengthen 
himselfin the province by concliating the 
Catholie Church. To say that he succeeded 
is to express his success mildly. At the end 
of his fourth year he was blessed and prayed 
for from one border of

A royal commission Was named to look into 
the matter. For three months during the 
fall of 1891 the commission was in session. 
Mereler denied everything. During this 
peried the machinery of the Canadian Gov- 
ernment was stopped. There was no com- 
munication between Queen Victoria and 
Quebec“ Premier. The whole province was 
in a state of wild excitement. 

The Whelan scandal’’ closely followed. 
Although Mercier had been found ‘‘not 
guilty’’ ofthe other charges against him, 
this scandal was the last straw turning the 
hesitating tide of public indignation against 
him. It was proved that $115,000 had been 
diverted from an appropriation of $500,000 for 
the Quebec Court-house to further enrich 
Messrs. Mercier, Pacaud, Robidoux & Co. As 
a result the Lieutenant-Governor dismissed 
the Ministers along withthe now disgraced 
Premier. 

O. D. de Boucherville was called upon to 
formanew Government. He asked and ob- 
tained in 1892 a dissolution in order that the 
will of the people might be expressed at a 
new election. The campaign lasted two 
months, and Mercier was ignominiously de- 
feated, only eighteen of his supporters being 
returned and not one of his Cabinet having a 
majority. 

After that Mercier dropped out of publie 
sight for a year, Then he came to notice 
again as an ardent advocate of Canadian in- 
dependence. In a famous speech deliv- 
ered in Montreal he said he was 
„French dy birth, education and feel- 
ing, but not an anglophobdist.’’ He 
admired Englishmen, bat Engiand’s at- 
titude had been one of indifference, if not of 
coldness. He declared that the colonial 
status Of the Dominion acted asa barrier to 
all commercial expansion and boldly as- 
serted that independence or annexation to 
the United States was the only remedy. 

The speech stirred Canada to a fever. 
Mercier was accused of talking treason, bat 
after a few months the event was forgotten 
and he was permitted to sink back again 
into obseurity. 

Mr. Mercier was twice married. His first 
wife was Miss Leopoldine Boivin of St. 
Hyacinthe. She died, leaving, one daughter. 
Miss Virginie St. Denis, also of St. Hyaciathe, 
was the ex-Premier’s second wife. She sur- 
vives bin.

Mr. Shatzel’s uncle, John Peter Skatzel, 
played an important part in the early history 
of lexas. He fought as a private under Na- 
poleon, was wounded at Austerlitz, beame a 
pay master after the disastrous Russian cam- 
paign of 1814 and sailed from Agiwerp to New 
Orleans. There he went into business and at 
the end of eleven years soid out his interest 
for $40,000. Then he joined Sam Houston in 
the revolt of Texas against iexieoand was 
United states Consul at Matamoras until the 
annexation of the Lone Star State in 1845. 
He invested largely in real estate, Duying up 
almost the entire counties of Neuces, Came- 
ron, Duval and Coryell. In 1847 he annouaced 
his intention of returning to France and 
drew out $42,000in goid from the New Or- 
leans Bank. Before be could start he died 
suddenly and mysteriously. It was sus 
pected that he had been poisonec. 

He had no relatives, savea brother living 
onthe Rhine in the town of Kreutgnach, 
knowing nothing of John Peter's fate or of 
the fortune that awaited himself. Two years 
passed. Then, according to Texan laws, the 
unclaimed estate was placed in the hands of 
administrators. From time to time they 
have sold portions of the property on quit 
Claim deeds. Thus a large part of the estate 
bas passed into the hands of strangers. 
The town of Corpus Christi and smaller set- 
tlements have been dull on it. But 
the title of the purcbasers is invalid as 
against the heirs for the statute of limtta- 
tions does not debar them If they are abroad 
or it no efforts are made to find them. 

Twenty years ago Henry Schatzel came to 
this country and finally settled tn Brooklyn. 
Hearing accidentally of the fortume left by 
his uncle he went out to Texas and employed 
lawyers to prosecute his claim. As almost 
all the prominent people in the counties 
named are interested he made no progress. 
He says his lawyer was bought off. Now he 
has placed the matter im the handsof Law- 
yer Walsh ofthis city who will soon start 
for Corpus Christi. He is sanguine of suc- 


cess.
